PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND  TERMS. 

The  First  Department  is  designed  chiefly  for  such 
as  may  have  completed  a  course  of  stud^y  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Schools.  One  year  is  required  for  the  completion 
of  the  course  of  instruction,  and  which  embraces  the 
I  following,  viz:
